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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As previously stated in the Office action mailed on 1/18/07, the prior art of record 
fails to teach and/or render obvious a wound therapy device comprising, inter alia, a 
fluid impermeable housing comprising a cavity and a chamber : a porous sponge 
associated with the cavity; and an osmotic cell having an osmotic membrane positioned 
between the cavity and the chamber, for removing the fluid from the sponge, and 
transporting said fluid into the chamber. 

The limitation of "an osmotic cell having an osmotic membrane" is being 
interpreted as including a saturated salt solution or salt pellet in the chamber in order to 
promote osmosis since "osmosis" is defined as a movement of a solvent through a 
semipermeable membrane into a solution of higher solute concentration (the salt 
solution) that tends to equalize the concentrations of solute on the two sides of the 
membrane. That is, the osmotic cell requires the salt solution in the chamber to 
promote the movement of the wound exudates/fluid from the sponge into the chamber.
